Rendezvous Point 
In Canada

MONTREAL <W— U. S. Senate 
spy hunters questioned former Rus­ 
sian code clerk Igor Gouzenko to­ 
day about Soviet espionage in North 
America. 
Atmosphere of the rendezvous 
was as clandestine as the confines 
of the Russian embassy in Ottawa 
from which Gouzenko fled in 1945 
with documents that led to spy a r ­ 
rest* in Canada, the United States 
and Britain. 
Sen. William E. Jenner (R-Ind ), 
chairman of the U. S. Senate sub­ 
committee on 
Internal 
Security, 
Sen. Pat McCarran (D-Nev.), for­ 
m er subcommittee chairman, act­ 
ing counsel Jay G. Souruine and a 
reporter arrived from Washington 
Sunday to conduct the quiz. 
The Royal Canadian Mounted Po­ 
lice named by the government to 
supervise the interrogation, seemed 
disturbed that even the senators’ 
presence in Canada had leaked out. 
This “ break” cam e from Washing­ 
ton. 
Vanish In Snowstorm 
An RCMP station wagon took 
the Americans from Central Sta­ 
tion to the Windsor Hotel where 
two suites had been reserved by 
R. Douglas Stuart, U. S am bassa 
dor to Cartada. They left the hotel 
with Stuart In a U. S. consulate li­ 
mousine at 4:30 p. rn. and “ van­ 
ished” in a snowstorm. 
It was believed the limousine 
took the investigators to a ren­ 
dezvous point and that the ques­ 
tioning would begin today. It was 
impossible, however, to pinpoint 
the location; it could be in the 
Montreal area, or across the bor­ 
der in Ontario. 
Jenner himself told reporters at 
the railroad station that he didn't 
know where the interview would 
be held. 
Canadian government fears of 
possible “ revenge” against Gou­ 
zenko for his sensational disclo­ 
sures were behind the stringent 
security precautions taken by the 
RCMP. 
Led to Spy Trials 
Asked how long they planned to 
be in Canada, Sen. Jenner replied: 
“ Until our mission is accomplish­ 
ed.” 
Documents stuffed in Gouzenko s 
shirt when he fled the Soviet e m ­ 
bassy led to the celebrated C ana­ 
dian spy trials of 1946. the arrest 
and conviction of Americans Ethel 
and Julius Rosenberg, and the im 
prisonment of British scientist Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs. 
Jenner, whose requests to inter­ 
view the former code clerk caused

Canada and the U. S., had said 
he believed Soviet spy rings still 
operated in both countries and he 
believed Gouzenko 
could supply

Martin

conference a “very interesting res­ 
ume” of the proposed 1954 pro­ 
gram. 
“ It 
is a dynamic, progressive
